The following information was obtained on 20 July 1951 from a conversation between 
%he undersigned Agents and Monoignor Bela VARGA, President of the Hungarian Parliament 
during 1946 and 194? as a neater of the Snail Holders 1 Party, who is currently Presi- 
dent of the Hungarian Rational Council in Hew York City* VARGA was oh an official 
tour of Europe for the Rational Council in the interests of the Hungarian refugees*

General ; who was at one time attached to the Hungarian Embassy in 

Berlin as Military Attache, and is currently head of the Magyar Iroda (Hungarian 
Office) in Salzburg, is VARGA 1 * choice as tho person who should replace Istvan 
BARARKOVICS as the Salzburg representative of the Hungarian Rational Council when 
BAHARKOVTCS emigrates. However, due to the possibility thAt HOKLOK may emlgrato in 
the near future, VARGA 1 s other choice is General Jocof VA3VABY, former Hungarian 
Military Attache to Belgrade and currently head of the Hungarian Office in Bregens, 
Austria* VARGA spoke highly of VASVABY’s accomplishments in the French Zone of Austria 
He was of 'the opinion that VASVAgY'e success was due to his quiet diplomatic attitude 
without involving himself in political entanglements* 

VARGA spoke about General Andreas ZAKO, head of the KHBK (Magyar Har co sok-Bat j are! 
Xosossege - Hungarian Warriors Comradeship Society)* Vhilo not in complete agreement 
with ZiR 0, VARGA recognises ZAKO as a very capable person, who could be an excellent 
leader for Hungarian refugees* VARGA is of the opinion tlu-.fc ZAiX’c position during 
the last var with Fereno SZAIASX, dictator of Razi Hungary after October 1944, and his 
inconsiderate attitude toward certain other refugoc groups, places ZAKO in a difficult 
position with most Hungarian refugees* VARGA hopes that in tho future ZAKO will change 
his attitude, in order to maintain unison among the Hungarian refugees*

VARGA is convinced that the MH3K is a worthwhile organization and it is unfortunate 
that they are at oddB with the Rational Council in Rew York* He le fully aware of 
tho political intrigue Involved between members of certain Hungarian groups and between 
the groups themselves* Re is of the opinion that the groups must work together for a 
common cause and thAt the time that Is being wasted by intrigue and positioning for 
power could be used to a better advantage elsewhere* He le absolutely opposed to any 
Internal strife among the Hungarian refugees* He wae not satisfied with the MHBK’s 
Rew York representative* (fnu) AAGH, who is as he described him R an Incurable Ryilas - 
(Razi)”* 

VARGA was disturbed over his visit to the 3aleburg Hungarian Carltes because of the 
number of Hungarian youths residing there who lack facilities to enable them proper 
recreation. He wae alarmed to find so many who were not working or attempting to 
Obtain employment* Re is determined to rectify this refugee problem* 

Tho Rational Council is at present looking for a capable person in the United Stater 
tp send to Aeutria m a direct representative of the Rational Council in Rev York* Ro 
one as yet has been chosen because it is difficult to locate a person who possesses 
the qualifications and at the same time has interest in such a position. He is hope-* 
ful, however, that a person will be chosen prior to the spring of 1952* VARGA was not 
certain Ghat connection this job would have with the position of the Rational Council’s * 
Offioe in Selzburg*
